ED TO MORDER 
MONARCHS 


Farmers in this vicinity arc warned 
to be on the lookout for a couple 
of smooth grafters who have been 
victimizing parties 
in 
the 
western 
part of the state. 
The grafters have 
been operating in nearby 
counties 
and they may be heading this way. 
Their graft is a smooth 
one 
and 
would catch the average man. 
One of the operators goes to a farm 
house with a patent feed cooker, and 
insists on putting it up and cooking 
some feed for the hogs or cattle. The 
cooker is really very 
meritorious, 
and the farmer is generally impressed 
with it. 
An attempt is then made to 
to 
sell 
him the sole rights for his 
county. 
This of course, 
invariably 
causes a balk in the business and the 
victim begins to look suspicious on 
the enterprise. 
The first offer made to the farmer 
victimized at several places, was $50, 
and he refused to have anything to 
do with it. 
The agent then came 


j down to $45 and later to $40. 
Finally, apparently giving 
up the 
matter, the agent asks permission to 
leave the cooker for a day and de­ 
parts. 
The following day 
another 
man arrives at the house, and get­ 
ting the farmer out. says: 
“Say, I 
understand you have purchased 
the 
right to sell a feed cooker in this 
county. 
I will give you 075 for that 
right.” 
This is said in a breathless, 
cager manner, and at the same time 
the fellow pulls a roll of money out 
of his pocket as if ready 
to hand 
over the amount at once. 
The natural result is that the far­ 
mer, seeing a chance to make some 
easy money on his own score, and 
putting the fellow off, makes an ap­ 
pointment for a day or two later. 
The following morning the first fel­ 
low drives into the yard, and with­ 
out ceremony starts to load the cook­ 
er into the rig. 
The farmer goes 
out, and atter the usual 
greetings, 
states that he has about decided to 
take the right after all. and in one 
instance in one of the neighboring 
counties actually paid over the money 
and closed the deal. 
The rest of the story is easily to 
be guessed. 
The second party failed 
to make his appointment 
and 
the 
farmer still has the right to sell his 
cooker, which it is thought is not 
even patented, as there was no mark 
on it to indicate it. 
It is understood that the same deal 
is being worked in other states.
